In  accordance  with  the  law  we  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  condition  and  wants  of  the  schools  for  the  year  1879 — 80. 

DISTKICT  No.  1.— Grammar. 

JFirst  term.  Miss  Alicia  T.  Emery,  teacher.  Whole  number  of 
pupils  32,  average  21.  Wages  per  week  $4.50,  Length  of  term 
7  weeks. 

Miss  Emery,  we  think,  labored  hard  with  her  school,  yet  she 
failed  to  reach  any  degree  of  success,  owing  to  the  indifference  of 
children  and  parents. 

Second  term.  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Howe,  teacher.  Whole  number  of 
pupils  32,  average  26.  Wages  per  month  $40.  Length  of  term 
12  weeks. 

This  school  was  in  a  very  bad  condition  when  Mr.  Howe  com- 
menced this  term,  but  under  his  instruction  the  school  made  good 
advancement ;  good  order  was  maintained  throughout  the  term. 

Third  term.  Geo.  W.  Howe,  teacher.  Whole  number  of  pupils 
51,  average  40.  Wages  per  month  $42.  Length  of  term  14 
weeks. 

Mr.  Howe  fully  sustained  his  former  reputation  as  teacher ;  in 
this  school  the  pupils  showing  thorough  drill  and  good  advance- 
ment in  all  their  studies. 

Pupils  receiving  perfect  deportment Annie  Tarr,  Ina  Sinclair, 
Nora  Barton,  Hattie  Holbrook,  Haley  Spencer  and  Leslie  Board- 
way.  Those  having  perfect  lessons  throughout  the  term,  were 
Annie  Tarr,  Haley  Spencer  and  Hattie  Holbrook.  Those  not 
absent  half  day,  were  Annie  Tarr,  Haley  Spencer,  Henry  Swett, 
and  LesJi*  Boardway, 
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INTERMEDIATE. 

First  term.  Miss  Lillian  D.  Collins,  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  pupils,  29,  average  26.  Wages  per  week,  $4.  Leng.th  of  term 
8  weeks.    This  was  considered  a  very  good  school. 

Second  term.  Miss  Clara  P,  Gilman,  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  pupils  30,  average  25.  Wages  per  week,  $3.50.  Length  of 
term.  12  weeks.  Miss  G-ilman  did  exceedingly  well  with  this 
school. 

Third  term.  Lewis  Philbrick,  teacher.  Whole  number  of 
pupils  40,  average  32.  Wages  per  month  $42.  Length  of  term 
14  weeks. 

This  school  we  consider  one  of  the  best  we  have  had  for  years, 
owing  to  systematic  courses  introduced  by  Mr.  Philbrick,  scholars 
making  advancement  beyond  our  expectation. 

The  class  to  enter  the  grammar  school  next  term,  are,  Lizzie 
Leavitt,  Marcia  Brawn,  Fred  Leavitt,  Wm.  Babcock,  Luther 
Spencer,. Herbert  Eeed,  Philo  Spencer,  and  Willis  Mies. 

PRIMARY. 

First  term.    Miss  Hattie  Holbrook,  teacher.     Whole  number  . 
37,  average  27.  Wages  per  week,  including  board,  $4.75.  Length 
of  term  8  weeks.    Yery  good  school. 

Second  term.  Miss  Hattie  Holbrook,  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  pupils  46,  average  34.  Wages  per  week,  including  board,  $5. 
Length  of  term  12  weeks.    This  was  a  very  good  school, 

Third  term.  Miss  Nettie  J.  Welch,  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  pupils  34,  average  23.  Wages  per  week  $3.  Length  of  term 
14  weeks.    The  school  was  a  perfect  success. 

DISTEICT  -No.  2. 
First  term.    Miss  Eva  Couillard,  teacher.    Whole  number  of 
pupils  21,  average  19.     Wages  per  week  $3.     Length  of  term  7 
weeks. 

Miss  Couillard  created  great  interest,  and  taught  an  uncom- 
mon good  school,  giving  universal  satisfaction  throughout  the 
district. 

Second  term.  Miss  Myra  Kenney,  teacher.  Whole  number  of 
upils  17,  average  16.    Wages  per  week  $2.50-    Length  of  term 

weeks.    Miss  Kenney  labored  hard  with  her  school. 

Third  term,  Mr.  L.  T.  Boynton,  teacher.  Whole  number  of 
pupils  20,  average  13.  Wages  per  month,  $28.  Length  of  term 
16  weekH. 

Mr.  Boynton  did  exceedingly  well  with  his  school,  and  gave 
good  satisfaction  throughout  the  dk-  trict.  The  school  was  some- 
what broken  up  at  the  first  of  the  term  by  diptheria,  which  made 
the  average  attendance  small.

Length  of 
term  8  weeks.  Miss  Emery  gave  entire  satisfaction  in  this 
this  school. 

Third  term.  Mr.  Luther  Knowlton,  teacher.  Whole  number 
of  pupils  21,  average  16.  Wages  per  month  $26.  Length  of 
term  16  weeks.  Mr.  Knowlton  is  an  old  teacher,  and  has  done 
well  with  this  school. 

Your  committee  in  presenting  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  March  13th,  1880,  take  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the 
condition  of  our  schools  is,  in  the  main,  prosperous,  yet  they  are 
not  all  what  they  should  be.  The  question  arises,  why  is  this  ? 
We  will  enumerate  some  of  the  reasons.  Agents  as  they  are 
commonly  selected,  are  too  much  afraid  they  will  use  all  the 
money ;  even  if  they  find  good  teachers,  they  do  not  always  feel 
right  in  employing  them  at  prices  they  can  command  in  larger 
schools.  But,  we  think  that  not  the  cheapest,-  but  the  best, 
should  always  be  employed,  for  a  good  school  of  six  weeks  is  bet- 
ter than  a  poor  one  of  twelve. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  idea  is  quite  prevalent  that  young  and  inexperienced  teach, 
ers  will  do  for  primary  schools  ;  we  think  this  very  erroneous. 
It  is  acknowledged  by  all  educators  that  it  requires  the  highest 
'kind  of  teaching  talent  to  conduct  a  primary  school  successfully. 
They  need,  if  possible,  the  best  teachers,  for  in  them  is  formed 
the  character,  and  by  them  is  laid  the  foundation  of  the  child's 
future  success  in  life.  The  right  commencement  of  education  is 
the  most  important. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

Another  great  evil  that  has  been  in  our  schools  until  the  last 
two  terms,  is,  that  many  scholars  have  desired  only  to  "read, 
write  and  cipher."  Geography  they  detest,  grammar,  they  des- 
pise, so  we  have  had  comparatively  few  scholars  in  those  studies. 
At  the  first  term  we  found  pupils  in  the  grammar  school  who  had 
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never  studied  grammar  or  geography,  and  we  found  pupils  in  the 
intermediate  school  who  could  read  and  spell  well  enough  to  go 
to  the  grammar  school,  but  had  never  taken  anything  else. 
Finding  the  schools  in  this  condition,  we  thought  it  best  to  lay 
down  some  regular  graded  course  for  them  to  pursue,  from  the 
commencement  of  the  primary  school  to  the  last  term  in  the 
grammar  school.  The  course  of  study  and  school  regulations 
laid  down  by  us  are  as  follows  : — 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 
Beading  and  Spelling — Appleton's  First  Reader,  completed. 
Arithmetic — Greenleaf's  New  Primary. 

Printing  and  Drawing — Pupils  to  be  taught  to  draw  from  copies  placed 
upon  the  board  by  the  teacher. 

Sheldons's  Object  Lessons  to  be  used  by  the  teacher. 

Note. — The  teacher  to  be  very  careful,  when  scholars  have  advanced 
enough,  to  call  their  attention  to  the  pauses,  and  sounds  of  the  letters. 

INTERMEDIATE. 

Beading  and  Spelling — Appleton's  Second  and  Third  Readers. 

Arithmetic — Greenleaf  s  New  Primary — completed ;  Greenleaf's  Intellect- 
ual to  United  States  Money. 

Geography — Monteith's  Primary — completed. 

Writing — Fifteen  minutes  daily  during  the  course  of  two  years. 

All  marks  of  punctuation  to  be  thoroughly  learned. 

Pupils  to  have  a  thorough  drill  in  the  sounds  of  letters. 

Drawing  from  copies  placed  upon  the  board  by  the  teacher.  Sheldon's 
Object  Lessons  to  be  used.

SCHOOL  KEGULATIONS. 

Omission  of  Studies. — No  pupil  of  any  school  shall  be  excused 
from  any  study  or  exercise  of  the  regular  course,  unless  special 
permission  is  granted  by  the  committee. 

Tardiness  and  Absence. — For  tardiness  and  absence,  the 
teacher  shall  require  a  written  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guar- 
dian,  and  in  default  of  it  may  inflict  such  penalty  as  the  commit- 
tee may  approve. 
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Examinations. — The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools 
shall  take  place  as  near  the  close  of  the  school  year  as  may  be 
convenient;  pupils  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  term, 
before  entering  any  higher  grade. 

Diplomas. — Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Committee,  at 
the  annual  examinations)  to  such  members  of  the  graduating 
class  as  have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  and  pas- 
sed a  satisfactory  examination. 

No  other  text-books  than- those  authorised  by  the  Committee 
can  be  introduced  into  the  schools. 

Teachers  have  been  instructed  to  follow  these  regulations  as 
near  as  they  could,  and  we  have  insisted  upon  scholars  writing 
every  day  in  the  intermediate  school. 

The  result  has  been  wonderful,  and  has  proved  beyond  a  doubt 
that  the  time  to  teach  writing  successfully  is  before  scholars  take 
studies  enough  to  tempt  them  to  omit  persistent  practice. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 
Some  of  our  buildings  used  as  school-houses  are  hardly  worthy 
to  come  under  this  title,  and  yet  they  are  allowed  to  be  used  as 
such. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  good  people  of  District  No.  1 
will  take  early  measures  to  provide  a  good  school  house,  worthy 
of  themselves,  and  attractive  to  the  children  who  shall  resort  to 
it  for  their  education. 

A  WOED  TO  PAEENTS. 
Parents,  in  connection  with  our  common  school,  you  occupy 
the  most  important  position  of  any  one.  In  you  your  children 
trust ;  your  words  they  respect;  your  acts  they  imitate  and  ap- 
prove. It  is  not  necessary  then  for  us  to  tell  you  how  great  your 
influence  is  in  our  schools,  or  how  important  the  manner  in  which 
you  exert  it,  let  your  scholars  know  that  the  teacher's  Jaw  is 
your  law,  and  I  dare  say  you  will  see  a  wonderful  change  for  the 
better  in  the  character  of  your  schools.  In  our  Opinion,  parents 
should  consider  it  a  duty  as  well  as  a  pleasure  to  visit  their 
schools  and  inspect  for  themselves.  There  is  but  one  true  and 
faithful  supervision  of  schools,  and  that  is  when  the  schools  are 
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supervised  by  the  parents.  That  a  teacher  should  make  mistakes 
is  not  strange,  but  let  parents  help  them  out  of  such  difficulties 
and  not  increase  them  by  their  injudicious  remarks  in  the  pres- 
ence of  their  children,  and  they  will  be  sure  to  raise  our  schools 
into  a  much  better  condition. 

In  closing  our  report,  permit  us  to  express  our  hope  that  you 
will  give  our  schools  a  generous  support  and  co-operation  in  all 
measures  needed  to  furnish  our  children,  who  are  soon  to  fill  our 
places,  with  a  thorough  practical  education,  and  it  will  ever  be 
to  them  a  source  of  wealth,  prosperity,  and  happiness.

Our  school  rooms  for  the  most  part  are  not  properly  ventilated  or 
warmed,  in  order  that  we  may,  as  far  as  possible,  give  to  our  children 
that  which  alone  can  lay  the  true  foundation  to  all  acquirements,  good 
health.  In  fact,  from  this  only,  can  come  the  true  vigor  of  womanhood 
and  manhood.  At  least,  we  think  this  matter  worthy  of  consideration, 
and  we  trust  that  it  will  receive  from  you  the  consideration  its  impor- 
tance may  merit. 

A  WORD  TO  PARENTS. 

Children  should  not  be  allowed  to  absent  themselves  from  school  for 
a  small  excuse ;  and  parents  should  take  this  matter  in  hand,  and  see 
that  our  school  rooms,  instead  of  loafing  places,  are  filled.  An  occasion- 
al personal  inspection  of  the  condition  of  our  schools  afforded  by  a  visit, 
would  do  much  towards  correcting  false  impressions,  created  by  child- 
ish accounts. 

When  a  competent  teacher  has  been  secured,  and  has  charge  of  a 
seTiool,  we  think  the  parents  should  have  sufficient  confidence  in  his 
ability  to  sustain  and  assist  him  ;  this  would  encourage  the  teacher,  and 
stimulate  the  scholars  to  greater  interest. 

It  may  be  said,  generally  speaking,  that  the  past  school  year  has  been 
a  very  satisfactory  one. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  thanks  and  gratitude  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Bradley,  and  to  the  School  Agents,  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation in  the  discharge  of  our  duties.

Miss  Garland  and  Miss  Colburn  were  without  previous  experience  in 
teaching.  It  gratifies  us  to  say  they  gave  good  satisfaction,  though  we 
think  experience  will  add  to  their  worth.  Miss  Kelley's  school  gave 
general  satisfaction. 


The  attendance  in  some  of  our  schools  seems  much  below  what  it  need 
be,  and  the  average  is  not  what  it  should  be,  consequently  there  is  much 
money  and  time  thrown  away  by  the  scholars  being  tardy  and  absent. 
Parents,  if  they  are  inclined  to,  can  do  much  to  correct  this  evil. 


We  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  abolition  of  our  school  districts. 
The  State  has  authorized  towns  to  abolish  the  districts.  Many  towns  and 
cities  have  done  so.  After  giving  the  matter  careful  thought  we  deem  it 
for  the  best  interest  of  our  scholars  to  do  away  with  our  district  sj-stem. 


We  recommend  that  the  Town  furnish  the  text  books  at  the  expense  of 
the  Town  and  distributed  to  the  scholars  by  the  teachers,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  school  committee.  Wherever  this  plan  has  been  tried  it 
has  worked  admirably. 


.  Agents  in  some  instances  have  failed  to  give  notice  to  the  committee 
of  the  close  of  their  schools;  they  should  give  a  written  notice  ten  days 
previous  to  the  end  of  the  term ;  unless  they  do  this,  errors  will  arise. 


We  would  renew  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  of  the  past 
years  in  reference  to  a  new  schoolhouse  in  District  number  one.  The 
schoolhouse  in  District  number  two  needs  some  repairs  on  the  inside. 
Number  three  is  in  good  repair. 


In  conclusion  we  commend  our  schools  to  the  wise,  generous  and  active 
regard  of  our  people,  on  whom  rests  the  final  responsibility  for  their 
success.  Let  us  all  individually  do  every  thing  within  our  power  to  ele- 
vate our  schools,  for  they  are  the  best  safeguards  of  our  liberties,  and 
their  products  the  best  legacy  we  can  transmit  to  our  children.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Superintending  School  Committee. 


To  the  inhabitants  of  Bradley  : 

We  beg  leave  to  present  our  report  of  the  educational  condition  and 
want  of  the  schools  of  this  town,  with  a  few  suggestions  as  have 
occurred  to  us. 

Upon  the  whole,  the  schools  have  been,  during  the  past  year,  unusually 
prosperous.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  though  not  what  it  should 
be,  and  the  average  advancement  of  the  pupils  as  satisfactory  as  could 
be  expected.  We  have  taken  especial  pains  to  notice,  in  visiting  the 
schools,  both  the  character  of  the  instruction  given  and  the  method  of 
discipline  pursued,  and  we  are  glad  to  say,  that,  in  the  great  majority  of 
instances,  we  have  observed  very  creditable  work  in  the  way  of  teaching^ 
and  a  quiet,  sensible  and  firm  control  of  pupils.  Our  teachers,  as  a 
body,  have  been  anxious  to  do  their  duty  well,  and  if  the  results  of 
their  labors  seem  in  some  cases  to  be  imperfect  and  to  fall  short  of  what 
might  have  been  expected,  the  reasons  therefor  may  be  sought  in 
causes  beyond  their  control.  With  better  school  buildings  and  a  per- 
fect course  of  study,  and  with  such  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents 
as  should  guarantee  prompt  and  regular  attendance  of  scholars — cir- 
cumstances which  are  beyond  the  line  of  the  teacher's  work — the 
advancement  in  our  schools  would  be  vastly  increased.

Omissions  of  Studies. — No  pupil  of  any  school  shall  be  excused 
from  any  study  or  exercise  of  the  regular  course,  unless  special  per- 
mission is  granted  by  the  Committee. 

Tardiness  and  Absence. — For  tardiness  and  absence,  the  teacher 
shall  require  a  written  excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  in 
default  of  it  may  inflict  such  penalty  as  the  Committee  may  approve. 

Examinations.— The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools  shall 
take  place  as  near  the  close  of  the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient; 
pupils  will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  term,  before  entering  any 
higher  grade. 

Diplomas. — Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Committee,  at  the 
annual  examinations,  to  such  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have 
completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination. 

No  other  text-books  than  those  authorized  by  the  Committee  can  be 
introduced  into  the  schools.

FREE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

We  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  all  text-books  should  be 
furnished  by  the  town.  It  has  been  conclusively  demonstrated  in  other 
towns  that  the  supply  of  text-books  costs  far  less  to  the  community  at 
large  by  this  plan  than  by  the  ordinary  one.  If  it  be  objected  that  the 
proposed  system  will  lead  to  waste  and  to  carelessness  in  the  use  of 
books,  we  would  answer  that  this  would  be  a  matter  for  regulation  by 
the  committee  and  teachers  of  the  schools.  And  more  important  than 
all  other  considerations,  manjr  children  who  have  been  kept  from  school 
simply  because  their  parents  could  not,  or  would  not  get  school  books, 
will,  under  the  free  text-book  system,  be  brought  within  the  school 
room.  Our  own  belief  is  that  experience  will  demonstrate  that  the  free 
text-book  system  is  justified  on  grounds  of  economy. 

conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say,  that,  with  parents,  school  officers  and 
teachers  in  hearty  co-operation,  our  schools  can  soon  be  raised  to  a 
tiigher  standard. 

— Tt  is  the  foundntion,  the  corner-stone  of  our  free  govern- 
ment; guard  its  interests  carefully,  and  give  your  generous  support.

We  present  for  your  careful  consideration  a  report  of  the  schools' 
work,  of  the  town  for  the  past  school  year,  together  with  the  statistical 
information  of  the  schools. 

The  past  school  year  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity  in  our  schools. 
The  teachers  have  been  quite  successful  in  their  labors,  and  the  attend- 
ance good  as  usual,  though  not  what  we  would  desire.  The  best 
schools  in  town  are  those  in  which  the  teachers  have  been  longest  re- 
tained. We  would  recommend  where  a  good  teacher  has  been  em- 
ployed, they  should  be  retained.

Examination. — The  annual  examination  of  all  the  schools  shall  take 
place  as  near  the  close  -of  the  school  year  as  may  be  convenient ;  pupils 
will  be  examined  at  the  close  of  each  term,  before  entering  any  higher 
grade. 

Diplomas. — Diplomas  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Committee,  at  the 
annual  examination,  to  such  members  of  the  graduating  class  as  have 
completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study  and  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination. 

No  other  text-books  than  those  authorized  by  the  Committee  can  be 
introduced  into  the  schools.

Your  committee  respectfully  present  the  following  report  for 
your  information  and  consideration.  The  past  school  year 
has  been  one  of  general  prosperity  in  our  school.

Spring  Term  was  begun  by  Miss  A.  M.  Tarr,  who  at  the  end  of  the  fifth 
week  resigned  her  position  on  account  of  sickness.  The  remainder  of  the 
term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Ralph  Marsh.    The  school  made  good  progress. 

Fall  and  Winter  Terms  was  taught  by  Miss  M.  F.  C.  Snow,  who  gave 
good  satisfaction.
